CANAL POINT, Fla., Nov. 7.— 
(P)}—A 12-hour torrential rainfall, 
measured at 21.85 inches by a gov- 
ernment gauge here and at Jesser 
depth in surrounding towns, today left 
a 20-mile strip of rich vegetable pro- 
ducing land along the east coast of 
Lake Okeechobee under flood water 
with unestimated damage to harvest- 
ready crops.

County Commissioner Willard G. 
Smith, at Pahokee, expressed belief 
the greater part of the bean croy had 
been ruined.

Help apparently has reached the 
Blue Funnel liner Phemius, damaged 
by hurricane off the east coast of 
Nicaragua, but another vessel in the 
immediate vicinity was in distress last 
night. 

The American freighter San Simeon, 
bound from Baltimore to Santiago. 
reported its steering gear disabled and 
its rudder jammed. 

Radio dispatches received in Boston 
said a salvage tug from 
Jamaica, had arrived, alongsi: > 
Phemius, 

Both western Cuba and the coast of 
Yucatan waited in apprehension to 
see which way the hurricane would 
strike. The storm was moving at the 
rate of about 10 miles an hour. Mete- 
orologists encountered considerable 
difficulty in charting its probable 
course, 

The American schooner Abundance 
was wrecked off eastern Jamacia but 
its crew of six was saved, 

A fourth vessel, the American 
ateamer Tachira, east of the Florida 
coast and far away from the hurri- 
cane zone, was disabled and taken in 
tow by another ship. 


The hurricane started early last 
week in the Virgin Islands region. It 
caused heavy damage on the north 
coast of South America, washing out 
a railroad and bridges in Colombia. 

Official weather observers at Wash- 
ington, Havana and Miami, Fla., be- 
lieved the hurricane would head into 
the Gulf of Mexico through Yucatan 
channel if it did not curve toward 
western Cuba. The Havana national 
observatory reported it had “re- 
curved,” indicating it was threatening 
Cuba. 

Richard W. Gray, chief of the 
Miami bureau, said “if the storm has 
recurved northward it would be moy- 
ing in the direction of Cuba.”

Processing farm products in rural 
districts is the next big objective ip 
the combined drive for the regenera- 
tion of Georgia agriculture, now being 
conducted by the united forces of the 
State College of Agriculture, -Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs and 
the Georgia Bankers’ Association.

As it is now, a governor-elect has 
no opportunity for ten months from

the proposed amendment is ratified, 


the general assembly will be able to 


conduct the serious business of its 


'. regular session more promptly and 


efficiently because all the delays in- 
cident to organization, the appoint- 
ment of committees and the intro- 
duction of new measures will be 
out of the way. 

As bad as the first amendment is 
good, is that proposing that three 
small counties in south Georgia be 
joined together to form a new sena- 
torial district.

Not in a half century has election 
day dawned in the United States 
with such certainty as exists today 
that an indignant people will over- 
whelmingly repudiate policies and 
leadership that have brought the 
country from prosperity to the 
depths of depression. 

Twelve years ago when the, re- 
publicans wrested control of the 
government from the democrats the 
country was in a condition of com- 
parative prosperity, despite the fact 
that it had emerged only two years 
previous from participation in the 
most devastating war of all time. 


Under the Coolidge administra-_ 


tion prosperity reached its fullness, 
and the bubble burst under the 
Hoover administration. 

Not until a prostrate people, and 
a democratic majority in the house, 
demanded that a seemingly som- 
nolent administration throw its tre- 
mendous influence into the battle 
being waged by American business 
for restoration of normalcy, did 
President Hoover move to turn the 
forces of government against de- 
pression, 

His four years of incompetence 
and misrule are chiefly responsible 
for the overwhelming and humiliat- 
ing rebuke which the republican 
party is destined to receive at the 
polls today. 

Not inconspicuous in the other 
contributing causes is the contrast- 
ing personalities of the two presi- 
dential candidates. 

Seldom has there been an occu- 
pant of the presidency with as few 
of the characteristics popular with 
the American people as in the case 
of Herbert Hoover. Cold, unemo- 
tional, difficult to approach and 
with no personal magnetism, the 
president is unusually lacking in in- 
timates or close friends, political 
or personal, even in the ranks of 
his own party. ‘ 

Opposed to‘such a negative per- 
sonality, from a political point of 
view, the democratic party presents 
in Franklin D. Roosevelt a candi- 
date possessing to a remarkable de- 
gree those attributes which the peo- 
ple have admired in their leaders 
since the days of Washington. 

A man of strong, commanding 
figure, Roosevelt’s expressive and 
mobile face echoes the rare combi- 
nation of strength and sweetness of 
character which has endeared him 
to the hundreds of thousands who 
have had opportunity during the 
campaign to glimpse his flashing 
eyes and his winning smile. 

Above all, the average American 
loves a fighter who keeps on against 
apparently insurmountable odds.

Gandhi’s ~ 
Fast. 


When Gandhi was informed that 
his fast had changed the heart of the 
Hindu community and that the tem- 
ples were to be opened at last to the 
thirty-seven million “untouchables,” it 
is said he rejoiced. He was resting in 
the shade of a mango tree at the time 
in the courtyard of the prison where 
he is confined, and he was surrounded 
by friends; among them the great 

indu_ poet, Rabindrahath Tagore. 
When he hea: . the good news Gandhi 
took a dtink from a_ bowl of fruit- 
juices and then the assembled disciples 
joined in prayer, after which they 
sang the sacred hymns of Hinduism, 
among them a hymn written by Ta- 
gore himself. 


Is it not like some beautiful story 
from the Bible, this incident of 
Gandhi's fast? And has’ the world 
realized its significance? Here is a 
weak and tottering old man locked up 
in a jail, winning’a great battle for a 
submerged class of humanity and un- 
doing an injustice of centuries. What 
armies, equipped with the most mod- 
ern, equipment never have done, is ac- 
complished by one single man, armed 
with the waypons of the spirit. 


For ages, the untouchables had been 
denied the most elementary human 
rights. Their isolation was, so strict 
that a Brahmin would consider him- 
self sullied if the shadow of an un- 
touchable person passing him some- 
where in the street darkened but a 
small.part of ‘this body. The untouch- 
ables could not dip water out of a 
well from which members of other 
castes drew supplies. And here in one 
dramatic move the temples’ were 
thrown opn to them and they stream- 
ed in for the first time to thank the 
gods for their deliverance, 

“The greatest religious figure in 
two thousand years,” Romain Rolland 
said of Gandhi. And.when réporters 
in London ventured to pronounce the 
word “publicity-stunt” in the presence 
of the maharajah of Kapurtala a few 
days ago, the prince, “obviously pain- 
ed,” remarked quietly: “Please do not 
say that.word again in my presence. 
I am a Hindu, and all of the Hindus, 
the uncounted millions of us, look 
upon Gandhi as a great saint of God. 
We know the meaning of his fast. It 
was something of so great a spiritual 
significance and beauty that whoever 
understands it stands before the ma- 
hatma with reverence and gratitude.”

EFFECTS OF TOBACCO ON 
HEALTH 


How does tobacco affect health? 
The answer to this is mainly expert 
opinion, though there is some scien- 
tific evidence to, support medical opin- 
ion. The facts I give here are my 
gleanings or conclusions from the 
works and current utterances of many 
medical authorities. 

So far as effects are concerned it 
makes little difference whether to- 
bacco is chewed, smoked in pipe, cigar 


or cigaret or snuffed. 


Fully developed adults (persons 22 
to 24 years of age) may use tobacco 
temperately for many years without 
apparent injury to health. .Children 
(persons as yet undeveloped) are in- 
variably injured even, by casual in- 
dulgence, 

What constitutes temperate or mod- 
erate use? There is no consensus 
about this, but a fair limit is total 
abstinence during the working day, 
indulgence only after the day’s job is 
done, the evening meal is aver and 
the hour of relaxation or revem® has 
come. The devotee who is not an ad- 
dict knows that such temperance gives 
the greatest enjoyment. The slave of 
the tobacco habit who musters suf- 
ficient strength to recover self-con- 
trol adds his or her testimony to the 
truth of this. 

Any tobacco addict who has one or 
more of the following complaints 
ought to consider seriously « whether 
continued excess is wise: 

Irritable, hacking 
cough, 

Dyspepsia with or without heart- 
burn. In some cases the symptoms 
are difficul® to distinguish from those 
of duodenal ulcer. 

Corstantly furred or coated tongue. 

Abnormally rapid pulse—physicians 
call it tachycardia, 

Palpitation or 
heart action. 

High blood pressure without ob- 
vious organic cause. Tobacco is a 
common factor of this. , 

Tremor of the fingers of the ex- 
tended hand. 

Vertigo or dizziness, 

Frequent or daily dull headache 
with omnia. Gs irascibility.

Insomnia. 

Now for good measure let us toss 
in some of the more lugubrious patho- 
logical effects of prolonged heavy use 
of tobacco: 

Amblyopia (any impairment of 
vision). First there is failing precep- 
tion of green, later loss of perception 
of red—tobacco color-blindness, which, 
probably accounts for many accidents 
from failure to heed traffic signals. 

Pseudo-Angina Pectoris: This con- 
dition of inveterate wsers of tobacco 
may be impossible to distinguish from 
true angina. 

Progressive deafness with or with- 
out tinnitus (head noises). 

Infantalism or retarded development 
in one or more ways, where the to- 
bacco habit is acquired in childhood. 

Cancer of lip, tongue or throat, in 
later life, is ascribed by good physi- 
cians to tobaceo addiction. 

Finally, we must deny some popu- 
lar notions: 

No one knows whether it is the 
nicotine or other constituents of to- 
bacco, ifs juice or its smoke, that ac- 
counts for the characteristic effects. 

It is immate.ial whether a smoker 
“inhales” or not, though of course in- 
haling smoke exposes a greater area 
of mucous membrane and hence the 
drug is more quickly absorbed and the 
effects more quickly felt.

a favorable balance in foreign trade 
of $33,578,305, as compared with $9,- 
843.806 in September last year. 

The total value of exports last Sep- 
tember, as announced today by the 
commerce department, was $132,026.- 
055, while imports were $98,447,750. 

Cumulative figures for the nine- 
month period ending with September 
showed a favorable trade balance of 
$173,171,352 as: compared with a fa- 
vorable balance of $223,100,438 for the 
same period last year. 

Exports for the nine months of 1932 
totaled $1,188.920,041, while imports 
amounted to $1,015,748,699. ; 

A year ago exports totaled $1.841.-

The best customer in September 
was the United Kingdom, which pur- 
chased goods worth $25.728,103. Can-
